ciation of America met in Chicago, December 1, with 

the principal business of the day to lay out the budget 
tor 1932. The whole board was present except Directors 
bass of California, Winger of Colorado and French of 
lowa. President Thompson presided. Finance Committee 
Chairman Noyes reported that the operations of the Asso- 
ciation for 1931 will show a loss of about $35,000 due to 
the falling off in revenues from registrations, transfers and 
memberships. A year ago, the board adopted a budget 
tor 1931 in which the expenditures were planned to balance 
receipts, figuring receipts on the same basis as in 1930. By 
June, it was evident that receipts were going to run sub- 
stantially under the 1930 level, but in conformity with the 
spirit of the Yapp resolution adopted at the 1931 conven- 
tion, the program of extension expenditures for 1931 as 
originally planned was not altered, although substantial 
savings were effected in the secretary’s office through re- 
ductions of personnel, made possible by the reduced 
amount of business coming through, The reserve fund 
now amounts to about $223,000 of which about $183,000 is 
represented by bond investments. These are all AAA 
bonds, legal for savings banks and trust funds under New 
York State laws. Naturally the present market value of 
these bonds is somewhat below the cost price at which 
they have been held upon the books of the association. 
They are, however, making their full interest earning. It 
must be remembered that such investments have fluctu- 
ated both above and below the cost price several times in 
the long period that they have been owned by the asso 
ciation. As the present time is not a favorable one for 
selling any of these bonds, the cash position of the associa: 
ticn is reduced to a point where every director was con- 
vinced of the necessity of living absolutely within income 
during 1932. It was felt that the spirit and intent of the 
Yapp resolution had been carried out through the main- 
tenance of the extension program throughout the current 
year. 

The budget for 1932 was accordingly made up and 
adopted on the theory that income in 1932 would be further 
reduced by 15% under the 1931 earnings. Every item of 
proposed expenditure for 1932 was carefully scrutinized in 
detail and the following are the principal changes: 

A year ago, all salaries and wages except for clerks 
receiving $15 a week or less, were cut 5%. Bmployees 
drawing salaries of over $2,500 are now reduced an addi- 
tional 15% and clerks now receiving less than $2,500 a 
year and more than, $15 a week, will take an additional 5% 
cut. The salary of Chairman James A. Reynolds was 
further reudced at his insistence to $4,000 (former amout 
$5,700). The pension of Supt. Emeritus Malcolm H. Gard- 
ner was reduced from $3,800 to $1,800. 

It was voted unanimously to discontinue all prizes at 
fairs in 1932. . 

The budget expenditures totalling about $200,000 for 
the offices of secretary, treasurer and superintendent of 
advanced registry were approved and the extension serv- 
ice committee instructed to prepare a budget for that de- 
partment not exceeding $27,000 for 1932, with specific 
authority given the executive committee to revise any of 
the departmental budgets so that the total expenditures 


ings. 

The board appointed Acting Director Ernest M. Clark 
as director of extension service, and the extension service 
committee (W. S. Moscrip, chairman), with Mr. Clark, 
mapped out a program under the reduced budget which 
will provide for continuance of publicity work, calf club 
activities, distribution oi! breed literature and a limited 
amount of advertising. The field force to be maintained 
will depend upon arrangements for financing this work 
within the districts affected. The central office personnel 
is cut to three girls and Mr. Clark, who will take over 
Mr. Cleary’s duties in connection with publicity work. Mr. 
Barney, a long-time employee of the association who has 
done very valuable service as legislative and dairy special- 
ist, will continue on call as needed for special work but 
will not be cotinuously employed.

The committee on A. R. rules met November 30 with 
the following members present: Chairman Oosterhuis, and 
Messrs. Robens, Stewart and Wray, with President Thomp- 
son and Supt. Norton as ex officio members. Their recom- 
mendations were adopted by the board of- directors as 
follows: 


1. Mature equivalents for individual records are 
not practical for inclusion in the Red Book, but the 
superintendent will prepare a table for publication, 
based on figures for our breed. 

2. The superintendent of A. R. was instructed to 
continue his investigations of factors influencing 
production for use in proven sire studies. 

3. Beginning with 1932 all records of 150 days or 
more are to be included in the sire list in the Blue 
Book, regardless of whether the total production 
meets minimum requirements for A. R. 

4. The following new table of requirements for 
admission to advanced registry was adopted. The 
figures are based upon extensive studies to make the 
requirements proportional to average record in each

HE two latest additions to the list of 1,000-lb. fat pro- 
I ducers of our breed, just announced by Supt. Norton, 
bring the total on the books of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America to 165, to which may be added 25 
more Holsteins in Canadian R. O. P. above this figure, 
making a grand total of 190 representatives of the black 
and white breed in North America officially credited with 
better than 1,000 lbs. fat in a year. This number far 
exceeds the total of all other dairy breeds combined.

Liscomb Fobes Homestead Irene 887700 is announced 
as the 164th Holstein in our Advanced Registry with over 
1,000 lbs. fat. Her figures are given as 1,011.1 lbs. fat from 
32,412.1 lbs. milk, showing an average test of 3.1%, this 
at the age of 7 years, 9 months, 8 days. She was bred by 
T. F. Dolan, Juneau, Wis., and is owned by Anderson’s 
‘arm, Woodlawn, Md. By making this record, she becomes 
Maryland’s first 1,000-lb. fat producer as well as Mary- 
land’s first 30,000-lb. cow, 

These two Maryland State records give her a total of 
seven. At five years old she made Class C records in the 
Anderson herd of 549.6 lbs. fat from 15,978.5 lbs. milk in 
305 days and 608 3 lbs. fat from 17,447 lbs. milk in 365 days, 
all four records setting new high marks for Maryland. She 
then came back at six years old with another State Record 
for milk, producing in 305 days, Class A, 20,810.2 lbs. milk, 
with a fat production of 658.9 lbs. and freshened again 
within a week after the close of her year to start the 
1,000-lb. fat record given above. 

At the beginning of the lactation just finished she made 
an official seven-day record of 26.8 lbs. butter from 716.2 
Ibs. milk. In addition to this official test period, we are 
told that she had twelve other official test periods during 
the year, one of which was a four-day constant watch 
verification test conducted hy a supervisor from New 
Jersey and a supervisor from Maryland, with an additional 
three-day check test by a supervisor from New Jersey. Six 
different supervisors were employed in the conduct of the 
test, according to Supt. Norton. 

“Trene,”’ as she is known at the farm, was fed, milked 
and cared for on test by the Anderson herdsman, John 
Roberts, who has now made 1,000-lb. fat records in three 
different states. He was formerly herdsman at Dutchland 
Farms, where he had a hand in large proportion of the 
many 1,000-lb. fat records made at that establishment, and 
prior to that was at Wheatfield Farms in New York State, 
where he brought out the largest fat record ever made in 
the Empire State—that of Poplar Jewess De Kol with 
1,119.95 lbs.

This record was made in Class B, 
and is the second highest Class B record for fat in the 
country of any age as well as the highest for milk in Class 
B for mature cows and second highest of any age. She 
was bred and developed in Wisconsin and sets new high 
marks for both milk and fat in that state on three-time 
milking for all ages and breeds. Her breeder was W. H. 
Seibel, Malone, Wis., and her owner, John Zoberlin, Plym- 
outh, Wis. Mr. Zoberlin has bred another 1,000-lb. fat 
producer as well as many famous show animals, and has 
made numerous good records, but this is the first 1,000-lb. 
fat record to be made in this well known herd, 

We are informed by Supt. Norton that this record was 
given exceptionally close supervision, because of its sen- 
sational nature. The cow had nine official test periods 
during the year, including one three-day check test by a 
supervisor from Minnesota, a six-day constant watch veri- 
fication test, and another out-of-state check test of three 
days by a supervisor from Illinois. Eight different super- 
visors were employed in the conduct of the test. 

According to the records, this was the first time that 
Elsie Colantha Polkadot had ever been given an oppor- 
tunity on either official or semi-official test. She is a 
daughter of Bluebird Colantha General 341499, out of 
Windsor Hill Elsie Wirdum 439106, an untested cow. Sev- 
eral of her sisters by the same sire have made records 
above 600 lbs. fat in the Wisconsin State Institution herds 
but there is not much high record backing behind her, 
although her sire’s dam is a 27-lb. (butter) cow. 

It is interesting to note that although these two 1,000-Ib. 
fat producers were bred by two different breeders and for 
the most part backed by radically different blood lines, 
both happen to be great-granddaughters of Dutchland Co- 
lantha Belle Boy 79156, one of the less well known sons of 
Colantha Johanna Lad. They are granddaughters, respec- 
tively, of two different sons of this sire, one through her 
sire and the other through her dam. They thus add two 
more to the long list of 1,000-lb. fat descendants of Co- 
lantha Johanna Lad.

Early Holstein History in Idaho-Utah 


By GILBERT THATCHER, Utah 


HERE was a time when you would saddle your horse, 
"Tn on your heavy spurs, chaps, see that your lariat 

was buckled in place, a slicker or old rain coat tied 
on behind, whistle for the dog—then away for the range to 
find a milk cow. 

After riding the rolling hills and gullies, through the 
pines and aspen, crossing the small clear streams of water, 
you see groups of red, red and white, brindle and roan 
cattle—some with long, slim white horns, and then you 
come to a cow, with a new calf—you 
ride around trying to see whose brand

she carries and the earmark. If she 
is yours and doesn’t show too much 
fight, you drive her home, put the calf 
in one corral, the cow in another 
—then some fun begins. Perhaps she 
will make you climb the high pole 
fence. Before you put a rope on her 
horns, snub her to a post, then put 
another rope around her right hind 
leg and tie to another post—then turn 
in the calf to nurse. Take your milk 
pail in one hand and milk with the 
other until she is broken so you can 
milk her with both hands, and 
eventually allow you to sit down with- 
out tying her. 

This is still vivid in my mind as a 
small boy on my father’s ranch in 
Idaho, and possibly leads to the sub-

With the exception 
of Paul cf Willowdale, the other sires 
were imported from eastern herds, 





ject matter of early’ history of 
dairying. 

After spending a great deal of time searching out the 
facts, so far as has been obtainable, cf the history and 
leading events relative to the introduction of Holstein 
cattle in Idaho and Utah, the items following are historical 
data pertaining to registered stock of the Holstein breed. 
There were a number of high class cattle that were 
scattered especially over the southeastern part of Idaho 
and the north and central part of Utah. 

In the year 1882, Z. B. Yearian, of Junction, Idaho, pur- 
chased eight head of females and the bull Souvenir, No. 
757-HB. These were purchased from Peter Foust, Oswego, 
Illinois, George E. Brown & Co., of Aurora, Illinois, and 
Dexter Severy & Son, of Leland, Illinois. 

In 1883, M. E. Payne, Boise, Idaho, brought registered 
Holsteins (do not know the numbers) from J. D. Guthrie, 
of Shelbyville, Kentucky. In 1889 Barnard White of Cleve- 
land, Idaho, and Ogden, Utah, purchased the sire, Wait-and- 
See No. 3049-H.F. H.B, from §S. F. Peery, Lenox Furnace, 
Massachusetts. This individual would do honor to any of 
the great shows of today—was a splendid individual from 
every angle. His offspring though mostly grades were big 
producers, that is in milk production, as there was no 
official testing at this time, some of his daughters milking 
85 lbs. per day. 

A few years previous to this date, Mr. White purchased 
from Roland P. Saxe, a shipper and importer from Califor- 
nia, six females, and in the year 1889 placed these on his 
ranch at Cleveland, Idaho. Investigation seems to show 
that all registration papers were lost, for especially the 
offspring. 

In the year 1890, Isaac Erickson, coming from Colorado, 
settled at Blackfoot, Idaho. He brought with him animals 
of great beauty, size and production—Amsterdam Belle 
No, 10548 being one of them. From a clipping is the fol- 
lowing “Bred by Widow D. R. Statema Wommels, Fries- 
land, Holland, calved March 26, 1883, imported by Thomas 
B. Wales, Jr. Dam/’s record 75 lbs. 12 oz. of milk per day 
on grass alone—she being one of the nine yearling heifers, 
selected by K. N. Kuperus of Morssum, Friesland, Holland, 
exhibited by him at the great Amsterdam Show.” 

Mr. Erickson’s record on Belle was 96 lbs. of milk per 
day. Mineyet No. 12213, daughter of Belle, sired by Mer- 
cedes Prince 2150 and Authoress Mercedes Prince No, 6637, 
were two of Belle’s calves, and of the best and established 
blcod lines of old Mercedes. Nearly all of her daughters 
and granddaughters were 4% testers. Elsie Bauer No. 





and from private records a number of 
daughters of these sires show a pro- 
duction of from 90 to 102 lbs. of milk per day and butter 
averaging 30 lbs. per week. The daughters of Sir Abbe- 
kerk Artis were purchased by Barnard White, of Ogden, 
from the Wisconsin Live Stock Company. The daughters 
of Wauchusett Creamelle George were few in number 
because cf his untimely death, but were individuals of 
great promise, three of his daughters going into the herd 
of A. W. Morris & Sons, where they were officially tested. 
They show a high production in butter over 30 lbs. in 
seven days and one of them making over 800 lbs. fat. 


These sires were carefullv selected as to type, blood 
lines and production. Wiuchusett Creamelle George came 
from John B. Marcou’s herd at Princeton, Massachusetts. 
Mr. Marcou in, a private letter to Mr. Thatcher stated that 
the dam of this sire was an outstanding individual—he 
paying over $600 for her as a yearling at this early date. 


It was in this herd where the world’s record was made 
ion the cow Poupet, with a test of milk showing close to 
6%. In the pedigree of Sir Abbekerk Artis, some of the 
ancestry show large production. Count De Kol Lord Neth- 
erland’s dam was a daughter of Lord Netherland De Kol, 
a sire with possibly more daughters testing over 4% than 
any cther sire of his time. His sire being the noted Lilith 
Pauline De Kol’s Count. As individuals they were of splen- 
did type, good size, with strong dairy temperament. The 
daughters carried the beautiful head and neck, deep body 
and square udder of old Mercedes. 


As space will not allow a detailed account of different 
animals of the herds mentioned, suffice to say that foun- 
dation stock were furnished from this herd to the State 
Industrial School, St. Anthony, Idaho; State Mental Hos- 
pital, Blackfoot, Idaho; The Idaho Tech. University, 
Pocatello; Gibbs Bros. of Lago, Idaho, and other small 
breeders, and in Utah a large number obtained foundation 
stock of this firm. Another Idaho breeder was Mr. Fox, 
located on the Blackfoot River, established possiblv the 
largest registered herd of any in the early years in. Idaho. 
Tio date we do not know his given name, nor the yer of 
his importation, but know that it was established before 
the year 1900. and the number of animals on registry and 
imported would exceed 100 head. Some of the best indi- 
viduals that money could buy were purchased in New 
York, ard cther places by Mr. Fox, and shipped to his 
lorge live stock ranch ‘on the Blackfoot River, where he 
was engaged in carrying from 1,500 to 2.000 head of range

ing on and up.” This past year she 
completed her second A. R. S. O. ree- 
ord above 850 lbs. fat, both times 
qualifying for the 305-day division, and 
is now reported as on test again at 
seven years old with 500 lbs. fat, 14,705 
Ibs. milk in her first 150 days and start- 
ing her seventh month milking 90 lbs. 
a day. Accurate records kept at the 
farm show that she has produced in 
six consecutive calendar years since 
her first freshening as a junior two- 
year-old a total of 121,780 lbs. milk or 
20,296 lbs. per calendar year. Her 
four daughters at Overbrook include 
one with 715 lbs. fat as a junior four- 
year-old, another soon finishing with 
about 750 lbs. fat as a senior three- 
year-old, a yearling daughter by King 
Sweet, and a six months’ old daughter 
by Bell Farm Suzone. 





A Prilly-Creator 


Pabst Creator Wayne 2d 1171877 is 
reported by her owner as completing 
a junior four-year-old record of 827.2 
lbs. fat from 23,830 lbs. milk. She is 
a daughter of King Segis Alcartra 
Prilly from a Creator dam with 647.6 
lbs. fat as a junior. three-year-old. 
She thus shows an actual increase in 
production over her dam of 179.6 Ibs. 
fat or a mature equivalent increase 
of 141.1 lbs. fat, based on the new 
A. R. S. O. requirements. She is also 
a show cow, standing second to the 
grand champion at Wisconsin State 
Fair this fall, and being a member of 
the first prize A. R. Get of Sire at the 
National 1931. For the past two years 
she has been the middie member of 
the three-generation group that has 
won the $1,000 Jonabell trophy at the 
National. As her name and breeding 
indicate, she was bred and is owned 
by Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, Wis. 


Mich. Milk Champion 


Ionia Aaggie Pauline 1045170 during 
the current testing year has broken 
the Michigan State Milk Record for 
junior four-year-olds and in fact for 
all heifers under full age, with a pro- 
duction of 29,376.4 lbs., which record 
also ranks fifth in the world for the 
junior four-year-old class. Her fat 
record with this enormous amount of 
milk is 847.9 lbs. At the beginning of 
the lactation she made a seven-day 
record of 31.12 lbs. butter from 701.5 
Ibs. milk, which stood first on the 
Michigan Honor Roll for the year for 
both milk and butter at that age.

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The 1932 Budget 


A TTENTION is called to the news report of the budget 














meeting of the Board of Directors of the Holstein- 

Friesian Association, appearing as the first feature 
of this issue. Under present conditions the wise course 
is undoubtedly the conservative course, and no one can 
say that the Board lacked courage in going the whole way 
in attempting to balance the budget for 1932. 

In many respects the story does not make pleasant 
reading but there is no point in refusing to face the facts. 
While some of our readers may be critical of the reduc- 
tions made in extension service activity and feel that the 
directors should have been bound under the action of the 
1931 convention to continue the same level of activity in 
this department regardless of further encroachments upon 
the reserve fund, it must be remembered that under the 
by-laws the financial responsibility of the Association is 
placed squarely upon the shoulders of the Board of Direc- 
tors—that they are in much closer touch with the whole 
fiscal situation of the Association, and further that the 
entire spirit of the Yapp resolution has been complied 
with for the period since June. 

Here is the financial picture—the Association is in un- 
doubted strong financial position—and must remain so. 
It is registering this year about 90,000 animals and will 
transfer some 55,000 animals on its records. Its net worth 
at the close of the fiscal year, December 31, 1931, will be 
about $364,000—a figure that is on the same level as the 
Association reached in 1924, and higher than at any point 
prior to 1919. The net worth includes a reserve fund of 
$223,000, consisting of bond investments of $183,000 and 
$40,000 in cash. Surplus cash inventories and two splendid 
pieces of real estate at Brattleboro and Madison make up 
the remainder of the Association’s net worth. 

However, this past year a reduction in income not 
provided for in the budget for 1931, and continued exten- 
sion activity at practically full strength as called for by 
the Yapp resolution will result in a loss of about $36,000, 
following a similar one of nearly $40,000 in 1930. The 
present condition of the bond market makes it seem un- 
wise to sell these bonds at this time, while aside from 
the bonds the cash position of the reserve would not per- 
mit another year of operation at a financial loss. Before 
cutting the Extension Service Department to the point 
that was necessary to balance the budget, every item of 
expense in all departments was closely scrutinized—and 
pared to the bone. Wages and salaries were substantially 
reduced, salaries in particular going down below the 1918 
schedule. The number of clerks employed in the secre- 
tary’s office has been, reduced proportionately to the de- 
creased work of the office. 

Many business leaders are hoping for better general 
conditions in 1932, but from the very nature of things 
any improvement that may occur is not apt to be im- 
mediately reflected in the business of our Association. 
Accordingly, the directors were wise in basing their esti- 
mates upon a further decrease in income from the secre- 
tary’s office in the coming year. It is better here to err 
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on the side of conservatism, and be agreeably surprised 
than to count on receipts that do not materialize. 

In addition to the uncertainty of the times, changing 
conditions in the industry indicate the wisdom of con- 
serving the reserve assets. For years, forward-looking 
leaders have been urging selective registration as a nec- 
essary step in sound breed improvement. It is quite ap- 
parent that the times are bringing this about voluntarily 
in a way that could not be achieved by legislation. While 
it is undoubtedly true that on account of financial reasons 
some desirable animals by force of circumstances are 
going unregistered for the present, it is also true that 
many of the less desirable animals are not being offered 
for registration and will be permanently out of the pure 
bred ranks. It cuts down the secretary’s office receipts, 
but it is no inconsiderable factor in breed improvement 
nevertheless. 

Present conditions also serve to emphasize another 
factor that may be of increasing importance as time goes 
on. Most of our herds are operating on a basis of prac- 
tical milk production. The approach which our better 
grades are miaking to the production of our average pure 
breds suggests the future possibility of a registry that 
will be based on proven merit as a condition of entry, 
rather than the mere fact of pure breeding. The continu- 
ing interest which our breeders are taking in testing for 
production—Advanced Registry, Herd Test—Cow Testing 
Association—demonstrates that our breeders in growing 
numbers are coming to appreciate this advancing trend 
and are placing themselves in. a position to go along with 
it. A recent questionnaire sent out by Supt. Norton indi- 
cates that testing for production in 1932 will hold up well 
with the levels of this year and those preceding. On this 
account, the expense of maintaining the Advanced Regis- 
try office is not likely to be reduced, which we regard as a 
favorable factor because there is no doubt that proven 
production is the best form of extension work for our 
breed. 

Along with this development the Extension Service 
Department can, and will be maintained to broadcast the 
work our breed is, doing along prductin lines, thus making 
the effort more valuable not only to those who are carrying 
it on, but to the whole industry. The present trend of 
Holstein development in the last analysis is in the hands 
of individual breeders and the opportunity is here for 
them to aid themselves and the industry by intelligent 
effort and sane thinking along progressive lines. 

Let us all recognize the problem which the management 
is meeting under the present handicaps, and lend full 
aid to carry on a sound program. The World pledges 
itself to do its full part in assisting our people toward the 
fulfillment of these ambitions. We believe the Associa- 
tion is taking the wise course for 1932—much as we regret 
the necessity for retrenchment—and we make only one 
reservation—that the Board provide opportunity for further 
expression, and dissemination of the merits of the Hol- 
stein cow just as fast as conditions warrant and funds 
are available for the purpose. In the meantime, let us 
put forward a united front and redouble our volunteer 
efforts along the line of continued advancement. It is 
apparent to all of us that in order to get the most out of 
the money that is being expended in testing programs and 
forward-looking activities along this direction, sufficient 
money should be provided to make these expenditures 


worth while through proper publicity for such achieve- 
ments. 





Making Converts 


L. KERR, Warner, New Hampshire, veteran Holstein 
J breeder, is one of the real boosters of this breed based 
* on his own experiences and his sincere belief that the 
Holstein is the real farmer’s cow, particularly under pres- 
ent day conditions. Recently, when the World published 
a suggestion that local agents were wanted among the 
Holstein breeding fraternity to extend the circulation of 
the World among breeders who should be reading it, Mr. 
Kerr took this as a personal invitation and since that time 
has sent in subscriptions for a half dozen dairy farmers in 
his section of New Hampshire. All of them were good sub- 
stantial grade dairymen whom Mr. Kerr considered desir- 
able prospects for entering the pure bred ranks. He felt 
in inducing them to subscribe that the regular visits of the 
World might help to inspire them to the ownership of pure 
bred Holsteins. 


Mr. Kerr now reports that his expectations have been 
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realized in a degree in that three of these new subscribers, 
whose subscriptions he solicited and sent in, have since 
made a start with pure bred Holsteins. In commenting 
on the matter, Mr. Kerr says, “I went to Canada with Mr. 
Adams and purchased eighteen head of two and three-year- 
old heifers, and Mr. Henley and Mr. Freeman, each new 
subscribers, have bought one each from Mr. Adams. Mr. 
Adams could have sold all he brought down but refused 
and is keeping the balance for himself. That is the result 
of the World going into the hands of grade breeders, which 
I spoke to you about in one of my previous letters, this be- 
ing one of the main reasons why I was interested in push- 
ing the subscription list of the World in this locality. If 
there was some way we could have some money to put the 
World into the hands of the better dairymen who are using 
grade Holstein cattle, it would be a big help to the pure 
bred business.” 

Perhaps there is a thought here worth considering in 
other communities. As a part of our contribution to the 
return of better times and to make it easier for just such 
efforts as Mr. Kerr has put forth, we have authorized the 
offering of World subscriptions at $1 a year in the United 
States and have worked out a very attractive proposition 
for breeder-agents who may be interested in putting forth 
a little effort along this line in their own communities.

COLOR MARKINGS 


In the Round Table this week is another letter from 
Ralph A. Hayne on the subject of “Color Markings”. It 
will be recalled that in this department for November 7, 
Mr. Hayne advanced the idea that the uniform color mark- 
ings in a herd have a real value to the owner, and urged 
more attention be given to this subject. His letter has 
since called forth some unfavorable comment from other 
readers of the World, with which we concur entirely. 

In his letter, Mr. Hayne has referred to the color mark- 
ings “which the True Type Committee determined to be 
correct”. It may not be generally known that this matter 
of placing the color markings on the True Type animals 
was one that gave the Committee some concern at the 
time because of the fear that whatever pattern was used 
for the True Type animals might be considered as carry- 
ing some special merit not intended by the Committee. 
The evenly marked pattern about half each black and 
white was finally determined upon as a compromise be- 
tween the two extremes of the breed so often found and 
both of which are in perfectly good standing. 

Mr. Hayne, who is connected with the agricultural edu- 
cation department of the International Harvester Com- 
pany, may not be aware that some fifteen years ago or 
more, the Holstein industry was contending with a color 
fad of serious proportion which discriminated in a marked 
degree against dark colored animals. Through a _ per- 
sistent campaign, of education and with the rise of the 
Ormsby family, many of which are dark in color, this 
discrimination has entirely disappeared where the typical 
markings of the breed with respect to absence of broken 
light markings are found. Many breeders even prefer 
the darker colored animals for the show ring but there is 
a general disposition on the part of breeders to disregard 
the pattern, of the color markings so long as they do not 
offend against the general rules which are intended to bar 
markings against grade inheritance and stick to the funda- 
mentals of conformation that are of importance in breeding 
better Holsteins. 

Merely because the True Type Committee caused a 
certain, even division of black and white to be placed upon 
the True Type models is no good reason for breeders at- 
tempting to complicate their breeding programs by breed- 
ing and selection for some particular pattern of color 
markings because the more of these non-essential factors 
we strive for the less progress we are likely to make in 
the things that are essential for the further improvement 
of our breed. A familiar case in point is the Dutch-Belted 
breed which is generally considered to have had ante- 
cedents in Holland similar to the Holstein-Friesian breed 
but by specializing on color as a major factor in their 
breeding programs they have slunk into oblivion while 
the Holstein breed has steadily advanced to its present 
dominating position. 

We are publishing Mr. Hayne’s second letter on the 
subject as a matter of courtesy to him, but in the firm 
belief that his proposal has no place in the breeding 
program of the Holstein-Friesian breeder.

The sire, Matchless Sylvius, is still in active service in 
the C. P. R. herd at Strathmore at nearly eleven years of 
age. He was bred by McGhee Brothers, Beachville, On- 
tario, and is a son of Prince Mercena Sylvius, who sired 
Aaggie Sylvia and her famous daughter, Aaggie Sylvia 3d. 
This bull was sired by Prince Echo Sylvia, a grandson of 
May Echo Sylvia, and out of Pauline Colantha Mercena, a 
full sister of the noted Canadian sire, Prince Colanthus 
Abbekerk, probably the greatest sire of type and produc- 
tion ever bred in Canada. The dam of Matchless Sylvius 
is Nellie Mercena, who was also bred by McGhee Brothers, 
as was the next dam. Nellie Mercena has a 7-day record 
of 28.67 lbs. butter, 631.5 lbs. milk and was sired by Home- 
stead Colantha Sir Calamity, he a son of Dutchland Co- 
lantha Sir Abbekerk, famous son of Colantha Johanna Lad 
and sire of the noted “White Susie.” The second dam, 
Aubery Mercena Posch, has a 7-day record of 24.59 lbs. 
butter, 641.2 lbs. milk, and she was sired by Artis Mercena 
Posch. Thus the pedigree for generations back on both 
sides represents well known Canadian lines of breeding. 

The daughters of Matchless Sylvius are doing credit- 
able work on R. O. P. test in Canada, three daughters 
already having from, twenty to twenty-three thousand 
pounds milk to their credit in three and four-year-old form, 
the highest record for fat being 842 lbs. (1,052.5 lbs. butter) 
for a four-year-old. His most famous daughter doubtless 
is Strathmore Ruby Matchless, All-American 2-year-old 
heifer for 1930 in the Dunloggin herd. Matchless Sylvius 


will doubtless be heard from still more during the years 
to come.

COLOR MARKINGS AGAIN 
Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

Judging the breed by a strictly dairy utility standard, 
color markings are the least important of all Holstein 
characteristics. If the pure bred Holstein fulfills its mis- 
sion of improving the dairy qualities of the every-day herds 
that supply the market milk and make a living for the 
practical dairyman—and if that were the only outlet for 
pure bred stock—what matters if the pure bred is zebra- 
striped, checkered, black-bellied or dark green in color? 
Yet if the highest record Holstein cow on earth, or the 
one whose 50 nearest dams have 1,000-pound records, drops 
a black-legged calf, that calf can’t be registered in the 
United States. Should she drop a red calf, it could never, 
according to the rules, be used in a pure bred herd to per- 
petuate its wonderful inheritance of production—provid- 
ed it inherited wonderful production. So color markings 
mean something besides practical milk production by the 
Association’s own rules. And by that token, why not, as I 
asked in my letter in the November 7 issue of the World, 
make correct color markings, as chosen by the true-type 
committee, a part of the Holstein breeding program; and 
if millionaire fanciers should insist on paying high prices 
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for beautifully marked Holsteins, as your correspondent 
in t.e November 28 issue suggests that they might, what 
better reason could there be for breeding them that way? 

What are the four-times-a-day, forced records made for 
but in the hope the millionaire or enthusiast will pay a 
price beyond the reach of the work-a-day dairyman who 
produces market milk as a means of livelihood? 

It is interesting to speculate as to how great would have 
been the Holstein production records, and how many great 
breeding bulls would have been discovered had the breed- 
ers selected stock that approached the true-type in color 
marks. I make the statement because I believe it—and 
nobody can disprove it—that there would have been just 
as many great bulls, and as many great records, and it 
would have been within the realm of chance for there to 
have been even more than have been developed under the 
catch-as-catch-can color selections. For every great all- 
black or all-white speckled bull that has come to light, it 
is possible that there have been 100 evenly marked bulls 
that have remained hidden, been starved or sent to the 
shambles unknown, that would have been as great with the 
same opportunity. Witness what Mr. Merton Moore, that 
most fluent writer and salesman, states that Segis Walker 
Matador reached old age before he was “discovered”. How 
many evenly-marked Segis Walker Matadors have been 
vealed or spent their lives with a bunch of yellow hammer, 
brindle cows? 

My letters are not meant—TI should have stated this in 
my first one—to advocate a ruthless culling of Holsteins 
by discarding all breeding stock that does not measure up 
in color, but rather to mate the good-type and high-pro- 
ducing stock on hands, as far as possible, so as to bring 
more calves with attractive color markings. Every ob- 
serving breeder knows that when white and light speckled 
cows are mated with dark bulls that a majority of the 
calves are apt to be an improvement on their dams in 
color. And there are good dark bulls to be had this minute 
at attractive prices. Black cows when mated with bulls 
of true-type markings, usually will bring calves with the 
white stripes up both shoulder and flank, at least on one 
side of the carcass. From such a foundation better ap- 
pearing Holsteins can be built by selecting, for future 
crosses, breeding bulls of approved marks and from evenly 
marked families. Of course back of these calves will be 
the mixture of color patterns that will crop out, one way 


or another, no matter how religiously one follows up the 


breeding program. That also is true when breeding for 
type. There are very few true-type Holsteins that have 
back of them a long line of true-type ancestors—trace back 
a ways into the pedigree and we run into some off-type 
relations whose characteristics come cropping out to curse 
a calf that was expected to be an All-American, but in- 
stead turned out to be almost a disgrace. But that is no 
reason for giving up the effort to produce All-Americans. 

Look at the cattle pictures in any issue of the World; 
look at your own or anybody’s herd of pure bred or grade 
Holsteins and note how hard Holsteins are trying to 
come with approved markings. No matter how speckled; 
the speckles usually are grouped at both ends and in the 
middle of the animal; if the white cow has a small spot 
or two, the spots are where the large black areas should 
be; if there is a white line on a black Holstein, the line 
usually is up or down the flank or shoulder where the 
white bands of the true-type are located. And Holsteins 
persists in coming this way in spite of the promiscuous 
mixing of black, white and flea-bitten degrees of these 
markings that are thrown together. With a little encour- 
agement, by careful selection of breeding stock, this won- 
derful black and white breed might surprise us with the 
way the calves would come properly marked. 

I still am planning to offer, out of my first million, the 
$5,000 prize for the best herd of true-type marked Hol- 
steins. Present indications are that there will be time for 
the enterprising breeders to produce such herds before 
the money is hung up.

LACTATION RECORDS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

When the Herd Improvement Test was planned, it was 
designed to include the entire herd in a test which would 
not be so expensive that the breeders would find it burden- 
some. It was intended that the Herd Test should point 
out the low producing, unprofitable cows for disposal and 
at the same time provide the necessary data for proving 
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sires by furnishing records on all daughters of the herd 
sire as rapidly as they came into production. The plan 
finally adopted was similar in many respects to the 
methods followed in the local cow testing associations, 
though protected by considerably more stringent rules, 
and provided for a test of the entire herd for a twelve. 
months’ period. The chief aim of the cow testing asso. 
ciation is to furnish each owner with feed and production 
records for each of his cows so that he may cull out the 
poor producers and thereby increase the net return from 
the herd. For such purposes the twelve-months’ record 
is very satisfactory, as the herd must be fed and cared 
for throughout the twelve-months’ period regardless of 
amounts of milk and fat produced by the individual cows 
making up the herd. From the standpoint of profit and 
loss on the commercial dairy herd, this sort of record is 
quite satisfactory and the cow testing association has per- 
formed its function well. 


The second phase of the Herd Test, the proving of 
sires, which is of prime importance to the breeder, does 
not work out so satisfactorily where the records are re- 
ported on the twelve-months’ basis regardless of dates of 
freshening. A heifer may freshen soon after the beginning 
of the herd test year so that her best production would be 
reported for the twelve-months’ period, while her dam 
might be six months or more in milk at the beginning of 
the herd test year, and due to some breding difficulty might 
not freshen during the year. It is quite evident that the 
comparison here between dam and daughter would not be 
a fair comparison to use in determining the breeding value 
of a sire. We find that when the records are kept on a 
straight twelve-months’ basis many dam and daughter 
comparisons are valueless because of difference in the 
stage of lactation, and we believe that the best way to 
correct this difficulty is to report productions in the sire 
list on a lactation basis. This could be done only where 
the herd was continued on test year after year, so that 
the first part of a lactation period coming in one herd test 
year could be joined to the remainder of the same lacta- 
tion coming in the next herd test year, and by combining 
the two parts a lactation record could be reported. This 
would involve some extra time and labor in the Advanced 
Registry Office, but as proving sires is a most important 
part of the Herd Improvement Test, it should be very 
much worth while. 


Many breeders who took up the Herd Test at the be- 
ginning have continued through the second and third year 
and are now testing for the fourth consecutive year. In 
such cases, it would be possible to compute lactation rec- 
ords which should be of great value in making dam and 
daughter comparisons for the purpose of proving sires. 
Herds tested for a single year only will not afford material 
for many lactation records. 


The plan which we propose is to continue reporting 
herd averages and individual cow-records on the basis of 
the twelve months covered by the herd test year just as 
we have done in the past. This will insure every owner 
who completes his herd test year a report and certificate 
giving the herd average and production figures for the 
individual cows, Then if the herd is continued through a 
second year or longer, we will compute lactation records 
for periods not to exceed 365 days. These records will be 
credited to the cows, with ages computed to date of 
calving, just as ages are figured in Advanced Registry, and 
will be reported in the list of sires with their tested 
daughters. These records, made under fairly uniform con- 
ditions, should provide valuable information for proving 
sires. To prove a sire satisfactorily, all of his daughters 
should be tested so that their records may be compared 
with the productions of their dams tested under similar 
conditions. This has seldom been accomplished in Ad- 
vanced Registry, as in most instances only the _ better 
daughters were put on test. The Herd Test is the ideal 
method of obtaining information for proving sires, as it 
includes all females of producing age and does not permit 
of selection by the owner. In this way all the daughters 
of the herd sire are put on test as soon as they freshen 
and the owner is assured of having reliable information 
regarding the producing ability of the daughters of his 
bull at an early age. We believe that this plan of report- 
ing individual lactation records will put the Herd Improve- 
ment Test on a very firm foundation, and we hope that 
many new breeders will adopt it as a part of their regular 
breeding program during the coming year.

The Linseed Meal Educational 
Committee awards each year a free 
trip to the National Dairy Exposition 
to the state winner in the “4-H Eco- 
nomical Production of Dairy Products 
Contest”. Boys and girls in twenty- 
five or more states competed in this 
contest during 1931, and a goodly num- 
ber of the state winners were Hol- 
stein 4H club members. The Na- 
tional Committee on Boys’ and Girls’ 
Club Work recently released informa- 
tion concerning the work of several 
of the state winners, and we are 
pleased to present a brief summary of 
the Holstein winners. 

In North Dakota, the winner was 
James Earl, of Grand Forks. He has 
been a club member for six years and 
made his record with two registered 
Holsteins from his club herd of four 
milking cows and two yearling heif- 
ers. In eight months, the two cows 
he had on test in this contest pro- 
duced 591.6 lbs. fat at a feed cost of 
19 cents per pound. He fed a ration 
including barley, oats, silage, hay and 
oil meal, and the total feed cost was 
$114.88. 


Orin Oviatt, of Huron, was the win- 
ner in South Dakota. Orin has been 
a club member for three years. His 
registered Holstein was on test for 
a period of nine months and pro- 
duced 404.5 lbs. fat at a feed cost of 
13 cents per pound, the ration includ- 
ing ground oats, ground barley, corn 
fodder, middlings, bran, oil meal and 
alfalfa hay. 

Clarence Merchant, Cass City, Mich- 
igan, well known Holstein club mem- 
ber of his state, was the Michigan 
1931 winner, Clarence has an envi- 
able club record of six years and has 
developed a herd of nine quality Hol- 
steins. He made a splendid showing 
at the Michigan State Fair this year 
on animals of his own breeding, and 
he states that he will continue his 
dairying enterprises. Clarence had 
three cows on test for a 12-months’ 
period. These produced 550.48 Ibs. 
fat at a feed cost of 21 cents per 
pound. The concentrates fed in the 
ration used included corn, oats, bar- 
ley, bran and oilmeal.

SCRUB BULL ELIMINATION IN 
NEW YORK 


Chenango County, New York, has 
ertered four townships in the scrub 
bull elimination program. The town- 
ships are: Smyrna, Oxford, Greene and 
zuilford. The results of this contest 
are very consistent with the average 
surveys of the State. It shows that 
these four townships contain 166 
grade and scrub bulls and 163 pure 
bred bulls. Of the 163 pure bred bulls, 
104 of them are registered. This is 
a higher average of registered pure- 
bred bulls than most of the town- 
ships can boast of. Of the 163 pure- 
bred bulls only 48 have a production 
record on their mothers. The survey 
indicated that there were 35 Hol- 
stein bulls to be purchased during 
1931; 8 Guernseys and 1 Ayrshire. 
This again verifies the fact that dairy- 
men are interested in using Holstein 
bulls. It is up to each local organiza- 
tion to encourage this demand.

Another feature of the meeting was the distributing of 
special prize money offered by the association to the 4-H 
club boys who showed Holstein calves at the Kansas Free 
Fair this fall. There were two of these boys present— 
Dean Rabe and Brooks Vermillion. Mr. F. A. Barney, one 
of the directors of the association, presented each of these 
boys with a $10 check. Two of Ira Chestnut’s sons at Deni- 
son, Kansas, also showed calves but were not present, and 
checks will be mailed to them. 

Mr. Jesse Johnson, of the Capper Publications, was a 
visitor and spoke a few words. He travels over the state 
in the interests of Kansas Farmer and reports that farm- 
ers in general seem a little more hopeful of the future than 
has been apparent for some time. 

Mr. C. W. Dingman, one of the most enthusiastic mem- 
bers, was expected to be present and tell of his recent 
hunting experience in the Rocky Mountains but at the last 
moment found it impossible to attend.

lished on a lactation period basis for herds continu- 
ing this test for two or more years. 
8. Seven-day records will be omitted from -the 
Honor List after the current year. This was decided 
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upon because of the small amount of competition in 

this division, only 180 7-day tests having been 

accepted thus far in 1931. 

The board accepted 291 applications for membership 
received since June, making a total of 747 for the year up 
to date, which brings the total membership to 31,595, after 
deducting limited memberships expiring, deceased mem- 
bers reported, etc., a total of 530 during the year. George 
M. Clemons, secretary of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada, was made an honorary member, as was his 
father, the late W. A, Clemons. John W. Bartlett, of New 
Jersey, and H. R. Lascelles, of Colorado, were added to 
the list of official judges. 

It was also voted to add a testing fee of $1.00 per cow 
entered in semi-official test, in addition to the present 
charge of $2.00 per herd, and a price of $3.00 was set on 
the Blue Books in place of the former price of $2.00. The 
actual cost of production of these volumes is still in excess 
of the price charged. The sum of $2,736 was ordered paid 
to the National Dairy Exposition as the association’s share 
of the underwriting of the 1931 show, previously pledged. 

Other matters relating to the welfare of the associa- 
tion were discussed, including possible economies in opera- 
tion particularly in connection with the annual conven- 
tions. Suggestions brought forward included changes in 
the basis of delegate representation, either on the number 
of active members in each district or by figuring one dele- 
gate for each 300 members instead of 200 as at present, or 
by instituting a small annual fee or due. Another sugges- 
tion was that the conventions be held bi-annually instead 
of every year. No resolutions were offered on any of these 
points as sentiment of the board was evidently not 
crystallized upon any of them to a point where it was 
desired to make a definite recommendation to the next 
annual meeting at Madison.

cattle and from 100 to 200 head of Kentucky bred horses 
in connection with this importation of registered dairy 
stock, 

Unfortunately for this splendid foundation, the registra- 
tions were allowed to lapse and disintegration was rapid, 
mixing the blood with the range stock. 

As this article will not go into detail, as we are just try- 
ing to reach in the history of its activities to the year 
1900, we will pause here and take up the remainder of 
the article on the Utah importations. 

In June, 1884, Smiths and Powell, of Syracuse, New 
York, sold ten head of imported stock to Hue McClellen, 
of Greenwich, Utah, and Smith Parker of the same place. 
In 1885, Burton Sheets, of Salt Lake City, purchased 14 
head from Smiths and Powell, S. S. Mann and Son, of 
Elgin, Illinois, and Burritt Chaffee, of Fairmont, N. Y.; 
John R. Winder, of Salt Lake, purchased from S. S. Mann 
& Son the cow Mountain Queen No. 320 H.F. H.B. in the 
year 1883 and 1884. Williams Skeen of Plain City, Weber 
County, Utah, went into the state of New York and pur- 
chased four or five head of registered Holsteins, with a 
shipment of blooded horses and other stock, making up a 
carload, arriving in Ogden in the early spring of 1884. In 
1886, Roland P. Saxe, of California, dealer and importer, 
sold a number of animals in Ogden City, Utah, to Barnard 
White, six females; David H. Peery, of Ogden; Wm. B. 
Preston, Logan, and Mr. Hanson, of Colliston, being some 
of the purchasers. 

Other good individuals were sold to Samuel McIntyre, 
Walker Bros., of Salt Lake City, and Ira N. Hinckley, of 
Hinckley, Utah. Of the Hinckley purchase, one of the 
individuals seems to be of great value, as one of the sons 
is on record as follows: “She was one of the best individ- 
uals I have ever seen, comparing with the best in the east 
that I have visited.”’ From investigation, it seems that 
Mr. White was the only one that continued breeding opera- 
tions and importing from eastern points, and very few 
individuals have been developed to date that have kept up 
registration papers of this first importation. 

With this brief summary, bringing the historical data 
to the year 1900, we will close this article, expressing 


appreciation to those who have assisted in getting this in- 
formation and especially the National Association for the 
help rendered.

The many friends of M. S. John- 
son, Middlebury, Vt., will be glad to 
learn that he has recovered from his 
recent illness and is now able to get 


out and do the milking. Maurice 
and his father, Milo A. Johnson,

Proving Sires at Long Lane 


By GEORGE S. STEUART, Conn. 


Our old bull, Mt. Hermon Sir 
Gladice 357166, sired 17 daughters 
from which I milked an average of 
10,072 lbs. containing 347.48 lbs. of 
butterfat (average test 3.45%) with 
their first calves. One of his daugh- 
ters exceeded her dam’s production by 
three times. The dam, Mascot, could 
not quite get up to the 4,000-lb. mark 
with her first calf, and I sold her for 
beef. Her daughter, May G., made a 
first-calf record of 12,499.8 lbs. of milk 
and 432.41 lbs, of butterfat. 

I am including all of the records on 
daughters of Sir Gladice that I made 
in the herd, and their dams’ records 
also. All of these were made on 
twice-a-day milking, and the records 
from Sir Gladice’s daughters were 
with first calves, while those from 
their dams are all the way from first 
calves to mature cows and are all 
the first year’s records which I got 
on these cows after coming here.

These 17 daughters averaged 10,072 
lbs. of milk and 347.48 lbs. of butter- 
fat with their first calves. This is an 
increase of 1,827 lbs. of milk over 
their dams, while the fat tests on the 


daughters of the five cows on which I 
had tests showed little change. 

Many of the original cows were 
grades, and I had no way of knowing 
their ages. Probably half or more of 
the dams’ records, however, were 
made when about in their prime. This 
gives the daughters of Sir Gladice a 
still greater advantage over their 
dams, Bluett was the only cow in the 
herd which did not drop a daughter 
better than she was. She made 13,294 
of milk as a mature cow, but none of 
her three daughters was either as 
good as she was or as good as the 
average daughter from Sir Gladice. 

I grow my heifers out unusually 
well and have them calve the first 
time when 28 to 30 months of age. I 
breed them for the second calving a 
little late, so as to have them milk 
about twelve months; but from then 
on they are bred to drop calves once 
a year. 

Needed Proven Sire Program 

Where is Sir Gladice now? Why, 
he went to the butcher, of course, as 
do most good bulls. He would have 
been worth the price of a farm in an 
average herd of any size, but it is 
too late to learn that now. If we had 
organized the Connecticut Proven 
Dairy Sire program three or four 
years ago, he might still be alive and 
in active service. The additional milk 
sold from an extra 100 of his daugh- 
ters, as compared with average cows, 
would have paid for the entire cost 
of the Proven Sire work in Connecti- 
cut for the next several years. 


I sold a few daughters from this 
bull because they were producing less 
than the average. Only five out of 
seventeen, that freshened in my herd 
made less than 9,000 lbs. of milk with 
their first calves, however, and eight 
of these, enough for replacements 
under ordinary conditions, averaged 
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just a few pounds under 12,000. 

We used Prince Pietje Hengervelg 
213162 just before we got Sir Gladice. 
Every one of his daughters went for 
beef as fast as I could get daughters 
from Sir Gladice to replace them, 
while the poorer daughters from Sir 
Gladice were sold as milkers, at gooq 
prices. Prince’s daughters averaged 
5,267 lbs. with their first calves, and 
what tests I made on. them indicated 
that their average test was between 
3% and 3.1%. Luckily we did not 
raise many daughters which were 
sired by him. 

Outstanding Bull Now in Service 

Mt. Hermon Sir Kelvyn 438012 is 
now heading our herd, and his daugh- 
ters are coming along mighty well, 
Two have finished a year’s work, and 
one has a month more to milk; and 
the average production on these three 
will be just under 12,000 lbs. Mermaid, 
a daughter of May G., is the best of 
the three, with 13,922 lbs. of milk and 
501.6 lbs. of fat with her first calf. 
This is the biggest first-calf record we 
have ever made. She is now milking 
70 lbs. a day, and unless something 
happens to her she should go 15,000 
or 16,000 lbs. and calve in about a 
year. Bonny, however, made only 
8,852 of milk with 303.1 of butterfat, 
as against her dam’s record of 10,578 
of milk and 376.7 of butterfat. Fan 
made 11,545 lbs. of milk and 320.9 lbs. 
of butterfat in eleven months and is 
still milking well. She will raise her 
dam’s production by more than 3,000 


lbs. of milk and about 50 Ibs. of 
butterfat. 
The best prospect from among 


Kelvyn’s daughters is Mary Lee. She 
milked 56 lbs. yesterday and has been 
fresh just short of two months. There 
are three other daughters from him 
now milking, all of which are doing 
well. Prospects are that five of the 
first seven of his daughters will be 
better than their dams, even though 
their dams averaged over 11,000 Ibs. 
as heifers. It is a little early to tell 
what their fat tests will be, but I do 
not expect much change one way or 
the other. 

It is hard to tell whether Sir Gladice 
or Kelvyn was a better breeding bull. 
Sir Gladice’s daughters made far more 
improvement over their dams, but he 
was used on some cows that I culled 
just as soon as I was able to replace 
them with decent-milking animals. 
Then Kelvyn seems to be raising the 
production of most of Sir Gladice’s 
best daughters. Fessenden Princess 
Fayne, for example, a daughter of Sir 
Gladice, milked 77.6 lbs. yesterday, 
but her daughter by Kelvyn is doing 
better as a two-year-old than she did. 
What either bull would have done 
with the chance that the other one 
had, no one can tell, so take your pick.

Both Sir Gladice and Kelvyn were 
carefully selected from the pedigree 
standpoint, and both have been out- 
standingly satisfactory. Prince Pietje 
Hengerveld, which was in the herd 
when I came here, was also thought 
by his purchaser to be well bred, and 
we never raised a good daughter from 
him, Lots of other breeders have 
used just as much care in selecting 
herd sires as we have and have been 
terribly stung. Pedigree should cer- 
tainly be followed when no better in- 
formation is available, but give me 
proof through a bull’s daughters’ pro- 
duction every time. 





MADISON COUNTY BUYS NEW 
SIRES 

The Better Sires campaign is 
making great headway among the 
Holstein breeders of Madison County, 
New York. Several of the breeders of 
this county have purchased high class 
sires. Among others, Francis Gates, 
Chittenango; H. H. Jones, Cazenovia; 
Holmes & Son, New Woodstock, and 
A. A. Hartshorn, Hamilton, have ob- 
tained highly bred bulls to head their 
good herds. 

DeCreamCo Calamity Posch 21st 
has become the property of Francis 
E. Gates, Chittenango, The dam of 
this bull made as a junior 3-year-old 
over 880 lbs. of fat, and her dam 
milked close to 90 lbs. of milk per day 
for 30 days with nearly 25 lbs. of 
butter in 7 days. The dam also is a 
daughter of Flint Maple Crest Ona But- 
ter Boy, that has five 800-lb. fat daugh- 
ters, and he is perhaps the best son of 
King Ona, from a 28-lb. four-year-old 
daughter of a former world’s record 
28-lb. 3-year-old. The sire is an AIll- 
American show bull, and the _ sire’s 
dam has two yearly records that aver- 
age over 1,040 lbs. of fat in one year. 
The sire is also by a son of a 960-lb. 
fat cow and the Gold Medal bull, Win- 
terthur Bess Ormsby Boast, that has 
a large number of 800-lb. fat daugh- 
ters. 

H. H. Jones, Cazenovia, has acquired 
King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 15th. 
This young bull is a son of the sensa- 
tional twice All-American and sire of 
All-Americans, King Bessie Ormsby 
Pietertje. The sire’s dam has two 
records above 1,120 lbs. fat and has 
made over 1,040 lbs. fat three times.

With a higher scoring group of bulls 
than that with which it won the first 
contest in 1930, the Pioneer Cow 
Testing Association of Black Hawk 
County again won first honors in the 
Iowa Better Sire Contest for 1930-31. 

The Dairy Extension Service at 
Iowa State College and the various 
dairy breed associations cooperated in 
conducting this contest. 

The Pioneer Association had the 
best group of sires of all breeds and 
the best group of Holsteins. Wash- 
ington County had the second best 
group of bulls of all breeds. 

The Pioneer Association received a 
silver plaque from the Iowa State 
Dairy Association for having the best 
group of sires of all breeds and a 
large banner offered by the Iowa Hol- 
stein Breeders’ Association for the 
best group of 10 or more Holstein 
bulls. 

Fifty-two associations with 1,099 
bulls completed the contest out of 70 
associations entering. 

Bulls in each association were con- 
sidered as a group. They were judged 
on type as shown by photograph in 
the bull record book, pedigree records 
of daughters, suitability of the bulls 
for the herds in which they were 
used and replacement of inferior bulls 
with good bulls. 

The purpose of the Better Sire Con- 
test is to center interest on proving 
sires and keeping bulls in, the asso- 
ciation or community until they are 
proved. The 101 tested daughters of 
the sires in the contest produced an 
average of 472 pounds butterfat as 
compared to 384 pounds by the dams.
